SENTENCED FIVE TIMES 


Four Time* He Gets New Trial and at 
Last Penalty Is Commuted to 
Life Imprisonment by 
the Governor. 


Birmingham, Ala.—Ervin Pope. a ne­ 
gro, has entered upon a life term in 
prison after five convictions of mur­ 
der in the first degree. 
The crime was committed in 1909. 
The victim was J. B. McClurkin, a 
farmer of Calhoun county. 
On tech­ 
nical errors tho supreme court re­ 
versed four verdicts, but confirmed 
the fifth verdict. Three tidies the gov­ 
ernor respited the man and finally 
commuted his sentence to life impris­ 
onment, giving as the chief ground 
for ibis action that blood-stained shoe^ 
found in Pope’s house soon after th0 
murder and used as state’s evidence 
against him did not fit him. 
Anent 
this it is remarked that many negroes 
in the South wear shoes picked up by 
gift or otherwise, regardless of fit. At 
the time of the murder sentiment was 
so strong against Pope that he was 
brought to Birmingham for safekeep­ 
ing. 
Thirteen times a date was set for 
Pope’s execution and he watched the 
building of two of the scaffolds from 
his prison window. 
The case made 
a state-wide reputation for two young 
lawyers for the defense, one just out 
of Yale. 
Never Lost Nerve or Hope. 
Although 
Pope 
heard 
his 
death 
sentence read eight times he never 
lost nerve or hope, but smiled each 
time and declared he would never be 
hanged, because he always wore sus­ 
pended from his neck the left hind 
foot of a rabbit killed in a graveyard 
on a moonlight night of Friday, the 
thirteenth of the month. Frequently 
every day he fondled his rabbit’s foot 
with the boast; “They’ll never hang 
me so long as T wear this conjure; it 
will save me from the gallows no mat­ 
ter how' many trials they put Over.' 
Even when witnessing the erection of 
scaffolds for his execution he gazed 
smilingly and confidently on his rab­ 
bit’s foot and declared: “Nothing do­ 
ing for that structure.” 
It was rumored that McCIurkin’s 
hostility to “blind tiger’’ traffic in his 
section led to his murder, and that 
Pope was merely a tool.

She sketched into the picture her 
barly acquaintance with Ballou, his 
affection for her and her friendly feel­ 
ing for him, although *she had declined 
to marry him. 


Defense Indicates Accident. 
Under cross examination her voice 
assumed a much firmer tone, and only 
once, at the mention of Ballou’s name, 
did idle have a struggle to control her 
feelings. 
She was on the stand when 
adjournment was taken .

English and French in Kansas City 
Tor the war in Europe are now be­ 
ing rushed to the seaboard and there 
loaded on ships to be dispatched with 
all baste to the war zone, says the 
Star. While the foreign army officers 
will say nothing about it, the conclu­ 
sion is inevitable that the allies are 
o use them in the big spring cam­ 
paign. 
When the foreign 
army 
officers 
first began buying horses and mules in 
this market they segregated the ani­ 
mals and conditioned them with vac­ 
cination and other means. 
That has 
been abandoned in the rush. 
The 
animals are shipped immediately to 
New Orleans or Newport News. 
A 
fleet of ships is now waiting at New­ 
port News to convey them. 
A train­ 
load of horses left Kansas Ci y yes­ 
terday. 
The British army officers believe 
that the two fires recently in the mule 
barns at the stock yards were start­ 
ed 
by 
German sympathizers. 
The 
Kansas City dealers give the suspi­ 
cion little credence 
Sales Total 60,000 Head. 
And Missouri, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Nebraska 
and 
Colorado 
literally 
combed for horses for the British, are 
to be fine-combed now to supply the 
French 26,000 head more. If the pend­ 
ing contract for 20,000 horses for the 
Belgian government goes through, the 
demand will be still more urgent. 
Approximately sixty thousand horses 
and mules, valued at twelve million 
dollars, have been purchased in the 
states mentioned since September I 
and have been marketed through Kan 
sas City to the British. The desirable 
cavalry types were 
soon 
exhausted 
and the rule that all horses must be 
under 7 years of age and conform to 
type was soon abandoned. 
Also the 
price has gone up from $25 to $35 a 
head since September, and in the pop­ 
ular parlance the horse that will last 
a week on the battle line goes. 
For more than 
two 
months 
the 
British have been buying only artil­ 
lery horses, 
for 
which 
they 
pay 
around $225. The farmer gets from 
$160 to $185 for these animals. The

horse weighing from 
1,200 
to 1,400 
pounds .up to 12 years in age, and 
a wide cut or 
small 
blemish does 
not disqualify. The 
‘smooth mouth­ 
ed" horse, whose teeth indicate he is 
over 9 years old, will go if he has 
good short teeth. 
Artillery Mule* Cost More. 
The British are also buying mules 
for artillery purposes and are having 
to pay a little more for 
them than 
for horses. 
The French contract 
obtained by 
Thompson & Robinson calls for both 
cavalry and artillery horses^ and the 
specifications are said 
to 
be very 
liberal. The cavalry horses must be 
from 15 to 16 hands in height 
and 
the artillery horses must weigh 1,- 
100 to 1,400 pounds. 
As 
with

British the gray horse is tu t want­ 
ed, except the very dark 
iron gray,
